As the water in the canal 
“was six feet above that in Green street, and it 
was feared that it would break in a short time, 


its history. When the waters from the river 
had backed up into the city, leaving but a 
small area dry, the alarm spread thatthe canal 
nad given way. This left the city wedged in 
between contending volumes of water, which, 
meeting and intermingling, still further re- 
duced the Gry area. The people watched the 
growing disaster all night long; removing from 
their houses where possible, and doing their 
best to avert loss. 


The country around Opelika is also sub- |

“What the Breaking ef the Canal May Mean. 

Captain W. J. Pollard, of Augusta, who is 
in the city, on being shown the above, said: 

“The bank of the canal above the Enter- 
prise factory, where the break in the first level 
is said to have occurred, is about ten feet 
above the lower and central part of the city. 
The bottom of the canal there is probably as 
high as the greater portion of the city. 

“Lake Olmstead, a body of water about a 
mile long and half a mile wide, is on the canal 
alittle higher up than the point referred to, 
and reeeives the water of the canal alone, as 
well as Rae’s creek. A break at this point 
mentioned would release this vast body of 
water, and it would burst with a resistless 
sweep over the entire city below, carrying 
nearly everything before it until it reached a 
level. 

“The break in the lower part of the city, 
between the second and third levels, is a mat- 
ter of slight consequence. It could only 
damage a very small district.”’

AUGUSTA’S BIG FRESHET. 
The People See the Waters Come Up to 
Their Doors. 

Avovsta, Ga., July 31.—[Special.]—Ap- 
gusta to-day reminds one forcibly of that beau- 
tiful city. Venice. 

Aimost the entire place is one smooth, but 
pretiy expanse of water, dotted with boats of 
every description, from a sailing yacht to the 
Sinalicst canoe. Boats drawing five feet of 
Water can be carrried over three-fourths of the 
city without danger of running aground. Peo- 
ple were piling in the boats pell mel! from 
midnight last night til] noon to-day, seeking 
places of safety from the rapid rise ofthe wa- 
ters, and then boats were so. scarce that many 
had to sleep in the second story of their houses.

THE HOTELS CROWDED. 

That portion of the city which is not over- 
is very much erowded tonight, the 
hotels and all other available space for sleeping 
being occupied. Atthis hour (9p. m.) it is 
still raining here, having been pouring down 
almost every minute since five o’closk this 
afternoon. 

Telegrams from Anderson and other points 
above here on the river are tothe effect that 
heavy rains are falling, and although the river 
has fallen si¢htly, another rise before morning 
isapprehended. If this proves true, the dam- 
age to Angusta will be very great. The foun- 
dations to hundreds of houses have already 
been s¢riously damaged by the swift currents 
of water, and itistobe hoped that another 
rise will not strike the city. 

THE LOCKS IN DANGER. 

The locks have been in great danger all to- 
day, and a large force of hands have been 
sentupto repair the leaks, ete. The tele. 
phone wire poles have been washed down, and 
wires broken, consequently nothing definite 
can be heard tonight, although wild 
rumors have been afloat that 
the locks were entirely gone, and 
that a deluge of water would soon sweep over

THE EXTENT OF THE DAMAGE. 


From the Mountains .to Savannah Washed 
by the Fiood. 

Aveusta, Ga., August 1,—[Special.]}~The 
disastrous floods of the past few days will re- 
sult in appalling loss to farmers. From a few 
miles below the head waters of the Savannah 
to where it reaches the sea its banks are over- 
flowed, and the water cevers vast areas on 
either side of its channel. The situation in 
Augusta this morning is more than alarming. 
At least one-half the city is under 
water, and the rain is descenil- 
ing steadily. Notwithstanding the 
rain, however, the. xiver isslowly falling. But 
A 
little after dark Angusta was startled by a 
general fire alarm and the rumor spread like 
wind that the third level 02 the Augusta canal 
had given way. This meart an foundation of 
from two to five feet of our highest streets, 
and the probable 

LOSS OF MANY LIVES. 

Men, women and children thronged the 
streets, and cries of fear and lamertation were 
frequent and distressing. The hundreds that 
had relatives and friends near the 
reported scene of the break rushed 
in that direction crying . for help to 
follow to the rescue. The break was 
visited by your correspondent, most of the dis- 
tance being compassed in a boat, and it wes 
found that while the break really existed, it 
was small and wearing away the embankment 
much less rapidly than was at first believed. 
But there seems at this writing no possible 
way of stopping it, and because the canal is 
five feet higher than our higest streets, the 
city must be entirely flooded and to an alarm- 
ing depth. The stores on Broad and other bus- 
iness streets are open, and merchants aré busy 
moving their goods to the upper shelves. So 
far no loss of life has been reported.

MACON IN THE MUD. 


The Central City Park Submerged—Damage 
to Crops. 

Macon, Ga., July 31.—[{Special.]—Middle 
Georgia has been damaged to the extent of a 
million dollars by the freshet. The water, 
according to Captain Jim Simpson, reached. a 
point six inches above the high water marks 
of the Harrison, Centennial, and the freshet of 
April, 1886, 

The valley homes in East Macon 
were all abandoned, and that locality 
presented a very deserted appearance. Some 
of them had their furniture ruined, and all 
lost more or less. Luckily thefe were nolives 
lost. a 

NARROW ESCAPES REPORTED, 

Several narrow escapes from drowning were 
reported. Mr. Joel Cherry rode on to a 
bridge near Blake’s brick yard and the bridge 
gave wa¥, and’ the horse became entangled. 
After considerable trouble, Mr. Cherry extri- 
cated himself, and escaped being drowned. 

The little Ocmulgee is raging like a 
mountain torrent. Greate white pools, 
like breakers on the ocean = surf 
foam and Jash themselves into fury, 
finally bursting with: insane’ glee 
against the solid piers of the bridges. Whole 
trees, torn up by the roots, came floating along 
on the yellow tide, and beat and hammer 
the bridges in their headlong career.

THE WASHOUTS ON THE GEORGIA. 

The-washouts on the Georgia road prevent 
the running through of trains on that line, 
and the same may be said of the Covington 
and Macon. 

Should the wagon bridge go, which it may 
during the night, communication between east 
and west Macon will be cut off except by 
the Central railroad bridge. 

Some citizens are of the opinion that the 
water from the floods above is just now strik- 
ing us fully and that theriver will rise still 
higher yet.

A QUICK TRANSFER 
Made by the Céntral at the Oconee River 
Crossing. 

TENNELLE, Ga., July 31.—[Special.)—The 
old reliable Central gocomplished a great feat 
to-day, making one of the most extraordinary 
transfers on record, thereby sustaining their 
well earned reputation for reliability and 
promptness in running their trains. Steady 
rains for two weeks have made the Oconee 
river six feet higher than ever known. When 
trains No. 1 and 2, condtctors Powers and Bo- 
bee, reached there, they found the road im- 
passable for three miles, Undaunted they 
made the transfer of passengers, baggage and 
mails in pole cars fria pouring rain. The em- 
bankments and trestles were submerged in 
many places. Jim Shaw carried through the 
only passengers from this section, all other 
roads being impassable. The rains continue. 
The streams are rising rapidly. 

President Thomas, of the Wrightsville and 
Tennelle railroad, left to-night in a special car 
with a large force of hands, to move the com- 
pany’s property from Dublin before the water 
reaches that point. 


THE TALLAPOOSA BOOMING. 


Opelika the Centre of an Inundated Dis- 
trict. 

OreniKA, Ala., July 31.—[{Special.]—De- 
tails from Tallapoosa county, through which 
the Tallapoosa river rises, are fearful in the 
damages to farming, and all business in reach 
of the raging waters between Jackson gap and 
Goodwater, a distance of about twenty miles.

THE WEATHER BULLETIN. 


The Effect Upon the Crops During the Past 
Week, 

WasHINGTon; July 31.—The following is the 
weather crop bulletin of the signal office for 
week ending July 30: 

Temperature—During the week the weather 
has been warmer than usual from the southern 
New England and middle Atlantic states west- 
ward to the Rocky mountains, the average 
daily excess being about threedegrees. It was 
slightly cooler than usualin the eastern por- 
tion of the cotton region, and from Dakota 
westward to the Pacific coast. During the 
month of July the average daily temperature 
was about three degrees above 
the normal throughont . the : 
ern states, and it was from two to three 
degrees cooler than usual in the gulf states. 
During the season, from January Ist to July 
30th, the season has been warmer than usual 
in the agricultural districts east of the Rocky 
mountains, except in the south Atlantic states, 
northern New England and near Lake 
rior. Inthe last named districts the daily 
temperature averaged from two to four de- 
grees below normal. 

Rainfall—During the week there has been 
an excess of rainfall in the states bordering on | 
the Atlantic and in the east Gulf states, Min- 
nesota, Dakota and northern Nebraska‘ 
These excessive rains have been accom d 
by severe local storms, result in ury to 
the growing crops and retarding the harvest. 
In the central valley. Sand e region, leas 
than the usual amount of rain 
the drouth continues

Iowa and Kansas. 
of July the rainfall was genera hen excess iri 
the states on the Atlantic coast thronghout the 
cotton belt, in the extreme northwest ane in 
~rtions of the upper lake regions. In all other 
soctions there has been less. than the usual 
amount of rain during the month, and 
less than one-half the usual ouut 
out the cern belt, The large seasonal deficiency 
of rainfall in the eetton region east of the Mis- 
sissippi has beett greatly reduced during the 
month, while the seasonal deficiency in the 
central Mississippi valley has been increased. 

General rémarks: .Reports for the week 
show that the weather has been unfavorable 
for staple crops in many sections.” Excessive 
rains and ‘several local storins have probably 
resulted in Injaring the cotton crop from Ala- 
hama castward, but ffom Mississip- 
pi westward, and in. North Oarolina,4 
the weather Was reported as favogable 
for this crop.

Amon Ma the ofh Cial recor 
two old volumes containing entries of land 
made from the years 1783 to 1791. One of t 
volumes was copied in a very neat and artistic 
stvie by Mr. Osborn Martin, an estimable gen- 
tleman. whois still remembered by many of 
our older citizens. 

This lege nel appears in the volumes, ‘“‘Sur- 
veyed by order of Hon. President of Co uncil, 
May 17, 1784."* : 

it was during this year that the original 
Washington county was laid out, and then 
embraced in its vast domain, ‘‘all the territory 
from the Cherokee corner north, extending 
from the Og se echee to the Oconee, south to Lib- 
erty county.’’ The counties of Tattnall, Bul- 
loch, Emanuel, Johnson with parts of Mont- 
gomery, Laurens, Jefferson, Baldwin and Han- 
cock were included in its territory. 

These 
nature in 1784, was much akin to human na- 
ture in 1854, in its grasp and greed for gain, and 
love for monopoly. he capitalists of those 
days entered vast areas of land doubtless far 
exceeding the immense manors of the old Eng- 


lish barons. 

The original surveys were in tracts of 1,000 
acres each. We transcribe a few of these 
early Georgia barons. Israel Robinson and 
Wim. Pollard each entered 41 tracts of 1,000 
acres, John Gardner entered 50 tracts of 1,000 
acres, Absolom Jackson 60 tracts or 60,000 
acres, Daniel McLane also 60,000 acres, while 
Ignatius Few in 1791, Thomas Glascock and 
Benjamin Kitchens ‘entered smaller bodies. 
The prince of these landed lords was Joseph 
Ryan, with 213 tracts, or 213,000 acres. This 

vast area exceeds 333 square miles, or a scope 
over 18 miles square, a territory larger than 
many counties in Georgia, and wouldif placed 
mile after mile, make a belt one mile wide, 
from the south line of Georgia very nearly or 
quite to the north line of Tennessee. 

The small land owners of the present day 
will feel almost bewildered at these enormous 
freeholds. We also noticed that later surveys 
were made in tracts of 2874 acres, and of 575 
acres, a measurement that does not seem to 
have continued long in force. 

From numerous letters received here for a 
score or more of years, there has been a large 
amount of wild cat speculation.on these lands 
principally in the northwest, as the letters are 
mainly from Iowa, Dakota and other north- 
wastern states. 

As evidence that the Dakota tenderfoots 
have been duped by sg ir there are more 
inquiries made about lands entered by one. 
Abner Jones, than by any other name, as no 
such name as Abner Jones ean be found on 
the books. The curious and the a 
will find much to interest them in these old 
musty records of the dim past. ,

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly review of the cotton crop, says 
that for the week ending this evening (July 
20), the total receipts have reached 2,581 
bales, against 5,295 bales last week, 4,600 
the previous week and 1,261 bales three 
weeks since; making the total recepts since 
the ist of September, 1856, 5,204,679 bales, 
against 5,208,672 bales for the same period 
of 1885-86, showing a decrease since Sep- 
fember 1, 1586, of 93,993 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
$2,145 bales, of which 15,597 were to Great 
Britain, 2,260 to France and 4,288 to the 
fest of the continent. The imports into 

‘eontinental ports have been 8,000 bales. 

There is an increase in the cotton insight 
of 75,999 bales as compared with the same 
Gate of 1886, an increase of 36,547 bales as 
compared with the corresponding date of 
3885 anda decrease of 313,878 bales as com- 
pared with 1854. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
Wuring the week 1,556 bales, and were, Fri- 
day night, 30,657 bales less than at the same 
period last year. The receipts at the same 
towns have been 6,532 ba'es less than the 

ame week last year, and since September 1 
the receipts at all the towns are 71,287 
bales less than for the same time in 1885-86, 

The total receipts from the plantations 
Bince September 1, 1586, are 5,184,556 bales: 
im 1885-86 were 5,540,448 bales; in 
1884-85 were 4,727,276 bales, Although the 
receipts at the outports the past week were 
2,581 bales, actual movements from 
plantations was only 1,550 bales, the  bal- 
ance being taken from the stocks at the 
interior towns. Last year the receipts from 
the plantations for the same week were 
1,876 bales and for 1885 they were 866 
bales. | 

Up to June 30 the receipts at the ports 
this year were 66,997 bales less than in 
1885-86 and 473,060 bales more than at the 
game time in 1884-85.

The Flood and Its Lessons, 

Some days ago people everywhere were 
laughing ata crank in New England who 
was busily engaged in building an ark in 
anticipation of a second deluge. 

The New Englander was not such a fool, 
after all. Within the past week a consider- 
able portion of the continent has come 
within an ace of being washed away. 

Leaving past floods where they properly 
belong, in history, let us take a look into 
the future. There is now no reason to doubt 
that the destruction of our forests is the 
cause of the cyclones, waterspouts, cloud- 
bursts and floods which are increasing in 
violence every year, 

In the course of a few years we may ex- 
pect to hear of still greater disasters than 
those which have recently occurred @ 
Georgia. Take thecase of Augusta. The 
situation there yesterday was bad enough— 
the streets flooded, and- hundreds of houses 
rendered uninhabitable—but a quarter of a 
century hence we may expect something 
worse. A century or so ago when the south 
of France was fairly well timbered there 
was not a more favored spot under the sun. 
The necessities of civilization rapidly swept 
away the forests, and now a great portion of 
the country has become almost a waste. An 
apparently insignificant cloud will pour 
forth such torrents of water that, in a few 
hours, small streams and rivers will over- 
flow their banks and sweep away crops, 
houses, stock, and vineyards, Strip the 
Savannah river of the forests on either side, 
and the same results will follow. 

We have receiyed our warning in time to 
save ourselves. Everywhere on the south 
Atlantic slope the culture of forests should 
receive all possible encouragement. Let 
us have our ‘‘arbor days,’’ and observe 
them. Let the states and the general gov- 
ernment take the proper steps to insure the 
restoration of the forests which are now 
rapidly disappearing. 

Unless something is done, this will be- 
come a land without trees, and then the soil 
will cease to reward the farmer for his toil; 
the upper crust of theearth will be washed 
into the sea, and our rivers instead of being 
the highways of commerce will carry death 
and devastation all along their borders 
whenever a black cloud rises above the 
horizon. 

Without forésts this country will become 
a desert. We cannot afford to down a 
single tree without planting another to take 
its plac é.

flank movemeut, which resulted in the capture of 
the rebel stronghold, Military men, like other hu.

tion to be held in 1888, other than those so gener- 
ously offered by the Gentlemen’s Driving Park asso- 
ciation, and accepted with appreciaticn and thanks 
by the director-general and board of managementot! 
the colored national exposition. You were imposed 
upon by your informant when he _ impressed 
you with the idea that so absurd a 
proposition was tbeing ‘‘seriously considered” by 
‘prominent colored citizens.” The resolutions 
adopted at a mass meeting about three weeks 
ago, at the county court house, fairly expressed 
the will of the colored citizens of Atlanta in regard 
to the exposition movement, and there was nota 
dissenting voice in that large audience. 

The director general has requested us.to state that 
the mover of this ridiculous invenfion, who is 
also your informant (nor his associates, if he has 
any) will have no yoice in the management of the 
exposition or the disposition to made of 
any funds that may be Sppeapetetec by congress 
for this great national colored exposition. As to 
your informant being authority on the militia bus- 
iness, we have nothing to say.

Cloture. 

Eprrors Constitution: What is the mean- 
ing of “cloture,” as used in the English parliamen- 
tary debates? 

The sudden stoppage of debate in parliamentary 
assemblies by decision of the speaker or chairman, 
or by a vote of a majority of the legislators, is 
termed cloture. “‘Itis designed to cut off the un- 
reasonable or vexatious obstruction of the minority 
and to bring the main question to a direct vote. 
The cloture came into prominence in the English 
During the sessions of 
1877-79, the ‘home-rulers,’ determined to obstruct 
legislation, offered hundreds of amendments, called 
forthe ayes and noes on every question, and re- 
tarded business in many ways. In 1881 the same 
policy was adopted durnug the discussion on 
Mr. Gladstone’s ‘coercion bills’ for  Ire- 
land; and although parliament had _. been 
convoked a month earlier than usual in order to 
hasten much needed legislation, the obstructionists 
rendered the efforts of the house futile. The speaker 
at last made hnown his intention to refuse recogni- 
tion to any more speakers, and Mr. Gladstone offer- 
ed a motion which provided for. an immediate vote 
upon any matter of urgent business, at the request 
of forty members, and at the sacrifice ofthe usual 
privileges of debate. This motion was passed by a 
great majority, amid the wildest confusion, during 
which ten Irish members were forcibly expelled 
from the house. The cloture has been in vogue.in 
France since the coup d’etat of 1851. Five mem- 
bers may move for it; the motion is then put from 
the chair, and only one member may speak in oppo- 
sition; if the majority sustain the motion it is voted 
upon immediately. The cloture has frequently 
been adopted arbitrarily and without suificient 
cause.

Captain Horne Says That Net a Single Man 
Came Out of That Fight Alive. gy 
From the Boston Transcript. 

At Solomon's wild west show tent on Rug- 
gles street, near Tremont, Captain Harry Horne, 
who has pasted many years among the Indiana, 
gave an interesting talk last night on the traits of 
the Indians, Captain Horne was with Custer three 
hours before the battle in which he met his fate, 
The speaker strongly intimated that others besides 
Indians were concerned in the affair. After the 
battle, while examining the trail to discover the 
number of Indians in the fight, a network of wire 
was found stretched in the grass in the valley near 
the platean where the batile occurred, the purpose 
of which was to throw the horses of the soldiers 
should they attempt to escape, making it an easy 
matter for the Indians to shoot them down. Not 
a single man’ who went into the battle with Custer 
came out alive, notwithstanding the fact that it has 
been asserted thata man known as “Curley, the 
half-breed,” escaped. 

“That individual,” said Captain Horne, “was 
with Reno, and rode at his side onto the battlefield 
after the massacre, It has been asserted also that 
Cusier’s body was found neatly rolled up in a 
blanket. On the contrary, he was found lying upon 
the ground with hismen, Custer was led into one 
of the greatest traps ever set. Reno heard tho 
firing, and while knowing that it was Custer giving 
battle, waited for twenty-five minutes before geing 
to his relief, and then by a trail which he knew was 
roundabout. Reno said, when it was suggested 
that he go to assist Custer, that Custer knew how to 
get in, and he could get out. All of the bodies were 
found side by side as they fell, and the Indians had 
plenty of time to escape. About ten days after the 
fight, accompanied by certain government officials, 
[ visited the scene of the battle, and found that the 
wire had been removed—the field had been fixed. 
General Reno was ordered to Washington and court 
martialed, but allowed to return to his command. 
One of his first acts upon his return was to assault a 
woman, The wife of an officer said to him: ‘Gen- 
eral, you ought never to hold up your head again 
after what has happened.’ In reply he struck her 
square in the face with his hand, knocking her 
down, for which he was again called to aecount.”’

THE SOCIAL AND RELIGIOUS SPIRIT, 


Reflections by a Writer Who Posseases the 
Spirit of a Philosopher—Tho 
Great Meeting. 


Sea Snore, Miss., July 29.--For some day 
we have been on the shore of this modern 
“Gennessareth,”’ known as ‘Sea Shore campe 
ground,”’ and situated on the bay of Biloxi, 
’twixt the villages of Biloxi and Beauvoir, 
which latter is noted as the home of the vener« 
able ex-president of the ex-confederate gove 
ernment. , 

IT had it in thought to write sooner, but ree 
called a remark heard in my boyhood, when 
the thermometer were capering in the nineties : 

It is too hot to tell the truth.””’ Hence, I have 
been waiting a decline in the mercury. 

The situation here is lovely. <A beautiful 
beach, which nature has graded, sodded and 
richly shaded with liveoaks, magnolias and 
other trees common to this coast. The cot- 
tages, plain, neat and commodious, are are 
ranged in a square with the pavilion in the 
center, It has seating capacity for 2,500 per. 
sons, and is so constructed that the gospel 
hearer is facing the bay, with a fine view of 
the waters and the sails in the distance—a 
great relief in case of pulpit dullness—when the 
mind may be given to sight rather than sound. 

The cottages are occupied by representative 
families from New Orleans, Mobile, Montgom- 
ery, Shreveport, and other points. There area 
about seventy ministers in attendance from 
various parts of the south; among them Bish- 
op Keener, who is a leading spirit in the “Sea- 
shore’’ enterprise, and who, with his family, 
occupies his cottage on the grounds. 

The encampment is lighted at night-time by 
burning “‘lightwood-knots” placed upon ele- 
vated stands, built for the purpose, from which 
the rising flames remind you of the altar fires 
in Israel's camp. These altar fires, flickering 
through the foilage and flecking the white cote 
tages, together with the hearty songs of the 
multitude, the fervent prayer and earnest ex— 
hortation of the preacher, and the altar filled 
with kneeling penitents, produce a scene. at 
once, weird and strangely impressive. “Seas 
shore,’’ at night-time, is a poem. 

The social and religious spirit are of the 
most felicitous character; but oh! the heat? 
the heat! One can sit quietly in the shade 
and melt at leisure. Like the suffocating si- 
lence which precedes a storm. 

‘Dead stillness reigns in air: 
While there’s not e’en a breeze 
On high, the gossamer to bear.” 

Sometimes when the battle waxes hottest 
twixt the powers of light and darkness one 
feels tempted, like Ulyssesin his displeasure 
when Greek and Trojan were in conflict, to 
retire and rest ‘‘inactive in his tent.” 

The crowds come, and hear, and sweat, and 
fan, and nod, and go away; and thus give place 
to other crowds whom they meet coming to 
go through the same process. <A picture of the 
perpetual chase of the generations whe come 
into life, and tug, and toil and grow tired, and 
go out of life to give place to others. 

The bay lies before me as beautiful and as 
still as the sleeping babe. The only commo- 
tion an occasional up-leap of a sea trout or 
mullet, as if to see whether the crowd of Chris 
tian cannibals are still in the camp. 

The pieasure boats lie with reefed sails at 
the pier, powerless to move, while the dudes 
look sadly at the motionless waters, the pow- 
erless sails and the waiting damsels almost 
dying for a sail, and inwardly cry, ‘‘A breeze} 
A breeze! My kingdom for a breeze!”’ 

This scribe had the honor of the 11 o’clock 
hour on Sunday, when there were said to be 
5,000 persons on the grounds. The thermom- 
ter was much higher than the public expecta- 
tion, and your scribe preached with great pere 

spiration. 

As the days wear on and five services per 
day are duly and relentlessly held, the flesh 
grows weak. The ministers nod, by note, 
their assent to the speaker, the leading 
church members sleep sweetly under the sere 
mon, and you recall the inspired declaration, 
‘Flesh and blood cannot inherit (endure) the 
kingdom of God.”’ 

As I write there is before mea Gallilean 
picture—fishermen wading the sea and “draw- 
ing their net to the shore.’”’” And there comes 
to mind an incident in the history of this en- 
campment. 

Some years since, when the camp ground was 
in its formative state, and facilities for ‘feed 
ing the multitudes’’ were not so good as now, 
news came that three hundred persons wer6 
coming from a neighboring city and would ex- 
pect entertainment. There was not suflicient 
provision for so many. But while they were 
troubled and questioning as to what they 
should ‘“‘set before their guests,” a servant 
came up from the bayside greatly excited and 
told that the “‘fish were coming to the shore by 
thousands.”” Hastening to the water they 
found it true. Great quantities of the fines 
fish remained near the shore while the tidé 
was receding. These were taken up and the 
supply was abundant, while cart loads weré 
hauled away by the citizens of the surround- 
ing community. 

Such a phenomenon was never known heré 
before nor since, and the incident is remem; 
bered and talked of as ‘“‘the miraculous draf 
of fishes.”’ 

It is due to ‘‘Seashore”’ that I say the heat 
is more oppressive than ever known here be+ 
fore. It is ordinarily one of the most delight 
ful and restful summer resorts. The society 
is the best, while the hospitality is of the true 
southern type. 

The meeting is a success notwithstanding 
the heat. The preaching is sound, strong 
evangelical. The conversions numerous and 
clearly defined. A vigorous spiritual influe 
ence radiates annually from‘‘Seashore”’ through 
the “‘cities and countries round about.” The 
‘hero of the new south’’is neither unknown nor 
unfavorably known in these coasts. I have 
enjoyed converse with some who shared school

THE HOT WEATHER. 


The Month Just Closed the Hottest on 
Record, 

PHILADELPHIA, July 51.—The last day of 
the month is no exception in the matter of hot 
weather. The month goes on record as the 
hottest ever known. There have been but 
two cool days, and these were only cool in com- 
parison with the sweltering days that had al- 
ready been endured. The highest number of 
deaths from the effects of heat on any one day 


| was 33 on July 16, and there has been but few 


days when there were none reported, numbers 
ee from three to a dozen. Today there 
were eight deaths, and three cases of prostra- 
tion. heavy shower, accompanied by thun- 
der and lightning, passed over the city during 
the afternoon and evening, which afforded 
temporary relief, butafter the storm had ceas- 
ed, the atmosptre became heavy and op- 
pressive. 

New York, July 31.—The World]says there 
were more fatalities from heat yesterday than 
on any day thissummer. Everd day last week 
the number of white slips in the coroner’s 
office which tell of sudden deaths, grew 
larger and larger. To-day the record was 
broken. Nineteen persons are reported to 
have died without medical attendance.

THE NEW BISHOP 


Who is to Mark a New Era in Mexican 
Church History. 

Crry oF Mexico, July 31.—Rev. Father 
Gillow, who was recently promoted to the 
Episcopate, was ordained today at church of 
the Profesa, with splendid ceremonies, in the 
presence of the representatives of the best so- 
ciety of the capital, among whom the distin- 
guished clergyman has many friends. He is 
regarded as markedly liberal in his views, and 
is a warm friend of the American people. He 
isof English descent, and was educated abroad. 
His diocese comprises the stnte of Oaxaca, 
where General Diaz and President Juarez was 
born. 

The Tiempo today repeats its attack on 
Americans, although the editor-in-chief is still 
in prison. Itsays that forty years have not 
been sufficient to extinguish the absorptionist 
views of the United States with regard to 
Mexico; that the same greedy, hypocritical 
tendencies exist today. It condemns what it 
terms the vile conduct of the successive admin- 
istrations in Mexico since 1847, with regard to 
the United States. It is not, the Tiempo says, 
to be wondered at that a nation relatively 
weak as is Mexico in comparison with the 
strength of the colossus, should be a target for 
the ambition of its neighbors. The Tiempo 
asserts that the United States counts on the 
Mexican Central railway as the avenue to 
Mexico, and that its management is altogether 
more favorable to American interests than to 
those of Mexico.

MeKee & Co. and King, Son & Co. sustained 
heavy losses. The fire started in the packing 
house of King’s factory, and amon spread 
to the machine shops and mould rooms, 
destroying them all. It then communicated 
to the oftices of S. McKee & Co., on the oppo- 
site side of the street, and in a short time had 
entirely consumed them, togethem with the 
company’s extensive warehouse, Which was 
filled with new and valuable stock. The fire 
is supposed to have originated from the sparks 
of a passing locomotive. The total loss is és- 
timated at $150,000, of which McKee & Co. 
loses $100,000, and King, Son & Co. $50,000. 
Insurance was abaut $75,000. Several hun- 
dred men are temporarily thrown out of eim- 
ployment.

The phenomenon did not at that time at- 
tract the attention of anyone sufficiently inter- 
ested to investigate, Recently, however, Su- 
perintendent Judy’s attention was called to it 
and his personal examination and inquiries 
have developed peculiar facts and testimony 
about the wonderful well. Governor Brown 
stopped to see it on his way here. Not many 
people live near the well, but those who do re- 
side in the neighborhood of it are thoroughly 
acquainted with it ever since it was abandoned 
three years ago. The people near by have 
been in the habit of going and sittin 
about the well in summer to enjoy the cool, 
invigorating air that rushes up the 
pipe. One of the strangest things is 
the fact that the current of air ebbs and flows 
like the ocean tides. From about 10:15 a. m. 
till 10:15 p.m. acurrent of air rushes ont of 
the pipe with a sound that resembles the noise 
made by a locomotive‘blowing off steam,’’ and 
so loud that it can be heard for forty or fifty 
yards. At 10:15 p.m. the overflow air ceases 
and a strong suction sets in which lasts for the 
next twelve hours, thisebb and flow continu- 
ing day after day, and it has been observed by 
horsemen that whenever they get in the neigh- 
borhood of this well strong magnetic forces are 
felt and sparks are given off if the horse’s 
mane is touched. 

Recently a man from Sierra Blanca was sit- 
ting close tothe wellandon taking out his 
pocket-knife found a nail which he had in his 
pees clinging to the knife. He held the 
cnife in the current of the air and found the 
magnetic property was greatly increased. Sev- 
eral weeks ago Superintendent Judy held his 
pocket-knife in the current of air for four min- 
utes and the knife is still strongly magnetized 
from the effect. The outflowing current of air 
is believed to possess remarkable curative 
properties. Its efficiency isto be tested by 
experiments upon cases of paralysis and other 
diseases. The people who live near this won- 
derful well call it the ‘-Fountain of Youth.”’

Austin, Tex., July 31.--The mail coach

Neither of the drivers claim to be 
able to identify him, being too busy watching 
the six shooter levelled at their heads. 


The Fugitive McGarigle. 


Cuicaco, July 31.—Sheriff Watson has re- 
ceived advices that the fugitive McGarigle has 
been lauded at Point Edwards, Ontario, which 
is nearly opposite Port Huron, Michigan, from 
the schooner Marsh. This is the vessel to 
which it was thought McGarigle was trans- 
ferred at Mackinaw a couple of days ago from 
the schooner Blake. The information received 
by the sheriff was very meagre, and efforts are 
now being made to have the report veritied 
and the details secured. . 

SARNIA, Ont., July 31.—Boodle McGarigle, 
of Chicago, landed here this morning from 
the schoner Ed. Blake. The Blake and the 
Marsh were in the same tow, and while in 
American waters, the tug Oriole, with Chicago 
-—detectives on board, steamed up to the Marsh, 
apparently with the intention of having them 
drop the Blake’s tow line. Aftera short con- 
versation, the Blake tow line was let go, and 
at the same time the yawl left the schooner 
with McGarigle, and quickly rowed for the 
Canada side, landing at Point Edward. Mce- 
Garigle at once drove to Courtright, twelve 
miles down the river, ostensibly to catch the 
boat. He was, however, driven back, and is 
now here. It is believed that he is nervous 
over his safety in Canada, as he keeps away 
from the river apparently fearing attempts at 
kidnapping. 

Mobbing a Pilot. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., July 31.—{Special.]}—The 
Italian bark Emilio Crampa, went ashore on 
the north breakers at Tybee. The crew could 
not understand the pilot, and got mad and 
started to mob him, but he was protected by 
the captain and mate. The wind was blowing 
strong, and a heavy sea was running. The 
vessel thumped hard, and the crew deserted 
her. The revenue cutter Boutwell, went to 
the bark’s assistance, and tried to pull her off, 
but the cutter’s cable parted in thirty-five 
fathoms, and an anchor was lost and twosmall 
boats were battered up. The Boutwell then 
gaveup. The tug Cambria then came along, 
and finally succeeded in getting the bark off, 
and towed her to safe anchorage in the roads. 
The bark sailed yesterday with naval stores 
and staves for Genoa. 


Tennessee's Tax Receipts. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 31.—[Special.]— 
The receipts of the countcotion’s office during 
July amounted to $163,334.78, $35,000 of which 
was borrowed. The sum of:$50,000 was receiv- 
ed from the county trustees and $30,000 from 
the county court clerks. The disbursements 
amounted to $248,116.07, of which amount

A MAGNIFICENT FLOWER, 


A Gorgeous Specimen of the Night Bloom- 
ing Cereus. 

It is indeed a lovely sight to behold a grandi- 
flours, or night blooming cereus in full 
blossom. A reporter of THE CONSTITUTION en- 
joyed this spectacle last night. Mrs. Wern, 
who resides on Pryor street, invited a dozen 
friends to watch the flowers develop on the 
plant last night. A crowd of curious persons 
was present and each one was delighted with 
the sight. 

The plant, which is four years old, bloomed 
on the 17th of July last year. It is about four 
feet high. This ig the second time it has 
bloomed. Last year it contained only two 
well-developed flowers. It distinguished itself 
at this anniversary by putting forth 
six perfect flowers. The buds began to swell 
and open slowly about cark, and continued to 
increase in size and beauty until 11 o'clock, 
when the plant was in the acme of its loveli- 
ness, the effulgence of its glory. After this it 
began to wane, and its decline was as rapid as 
its development. Before coming away Mrs. 
Wern kindly permitted the reporterto take 
his choice of the flowers... As he came off he 
vas in the company ofa veteran florist who, 
in response to certain inquiries as to the genus 
of the rémarkable plant, discoursed as fellows: 
“There are four species of cactus, but the most 
remarkable of all these isthe grandiflorus or 
night-blooming cereus. The tlower of this 
species, though short-lived, is a splendid pro- 
duction. It begins to open between 7 and 8 
o’clock in the evening ;isfully blown by 11,and 
by 3or 4in the morning begins to fade; soon 
after which it hangs down in a state of irrecoy- 
erable decay. When the plantis large, like 
the one we have seen tonight, several flowers 
will open in the same night, and there will be 
a succession of them for several nights,together. 
calyx, when expanded, ig about six 
inches, sometimes nearly afootin diameter,
